REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


=a ee ee 


PERHAPS 10 some respects our schools: have been as prosper- 
étis during the past year as could reasonably be expected. All, 
out four of the teachers had previous experience in teaching ; 
some of them of several terms,and the Prudential Conimittees 
of the various districts are generally to be commended for 
their wisdom’in the selections made. 

A good English education, aptness to tench, order, system, 
thoroughness and enthusiasm—necessary qualifications i in a good 
teacher—were not possessed by all the nineteen teachers em- 
ployed during the year. While the larger part succeeded credit- 
ably, three or four deserve especial commendation 

No cases ‘of érporal punishment are reported. It is the con- 
viction of your Committee, however, that had the rod been used 
‘udiciously “our schools would‘ not have suffered. Order is 
% Heaven's first. law,” and it ought to have some place in the 
elements of a good education? ‘Dut i in this respect many of 6ur 
schools are-deféctive. Some of the pupils are very irregular in 
their attendance. _When Schools are so smiall as ours, this hab- 
it lowers thé standard seriously. Numbers 1, 2, 6,10 and 14 
are especially delinquent in this respect. Your attention has 
been called, in: previous alee J to the many defects of our 
Schools. 

Your committee do not see agoh improverment upon 
the past, indeed they deem. any great imptovement impossible, 
unless the town adopts a different system, by which more com- 
petent teachers may be secured, and the size of the’schools, and 
the average tlumber of weeks of School invreased. 

*: We would recommend that. the town resolve ‘itself into one 
district; that it build a suitable house near the centre, for a 
traded school, and have four or five primary schools in the most 
vemote parts of the town. By this plan out number of schools 
_would be reduced ;to isix:orséven; “déublifg. thé “number of

scholars. A system of classification in the various studies would 
then be possible. The money now expended in compensating 
14 teachers would be sufficient to secure the services of 6. or7 
experienced and efficient teachers. 

By this system the length of our schools might average. 30 weeks 
a year, instead of 19 11-12 as at present; much of the mon¢y 
which is now paid to other educational institutions would be 
saved; and the youth of the town would all enjoy the same 
opportunity of securing a good English education at home. - 

Until the plan now suggested can be carried out, we would 
recommend that the town vote to appropriate a part of the school, 
money toward the support ofa high school for a portion of the 
year, say ten weeks in the fall, and eight in the spring. We 
owe it to ourselves, to our children, and through them to :our 
country, to see that the youth of the town enjoy as good educa- 
tional advantages as we are able to give them. It is certainly 
poor economy for us to continue in the present state of inaction 
in regard to our ‘schools; “there is that withholdeth more than 
is meet, but it, tendeth.to poverty”. We are persuaded that if 
the town should try, for five years, the plan suggested, it would 
have no desire to return to the present system. Real estate 
would be more valuable, and all our material interests would be 
more prosperous. The inconvenience which some would exper- — 
ience in having to go a greater distance to school, would be 
far more than counterbalanced in the better education secured, 
and in the general good. : 

Hoping that some such measures as we have suggested may 
be adopted by the town, we will not enter upon any detailed 
account of the condition of some of our school houses with 
their out-buildings. With such accommodations we need not 
be surprised if the manners, health and morals of the youth 
become vitiated. 

During the past year there have been 276 different scholars, 
165 boys, and 111 girls attending our district schools. Four 
male teachers taught four terms; average pay $49.00 per month ; 
and fifteen females twenty- Beh ree terms; average pay $25.20. 

The aggregate number of weeks which the schools have been 
in session 277, 102 in summer, and 175 in winter; average 
length in weeks 19 11-14. 

The School Committee has made 62 visits to the schools; 
the Prudential Committee 15; other citizens 315. 

It is due to some of the scholars to say that they made very 
commendable progress in their studies. Some are apt to learn, 
and well advanced, considering their advantages and years. On 
the other hand some have allowed outside attractions to occupy 
too much of their attention. Out late at night two or three 
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evenings in the week, is not conducive to clearness of mental 
perception. If anything has been gained by the attractions 
alluded to, we are certain that much more has been lost. The 
smportant has been sacrificed to the wnimportant, 

Miss Carrie F. Proctor taught, with great success, a subscrip- 
tion school of 12 weeks, in the fall) The number who enjoyed 
the advantages of this school was about 46. We regard Miss 
Proctor, who has also taught. in two of the district schools of 
the town, as a superior teacher, and we wish that we had more 
like her. 

We refer you to the accompanying table for names of teach- 
ers, number of weeks’ school in each district, ete. No. 13 had 
three terms; the table includes the fall and winter terms in the 
the number of weeks opposite “winter”; the other statistics 
are for the fall term, which was larger than the winter. 

Sixteen children between the ages of 4 and 14 reported as 
not attending school.
